It comes with red, yeilow, biue, 
and green ienses so you can set the mood at 
a dance, a party, or just about anywhere. 

For added specie! effects, use the Spotiight 
with the 8-!nch Mirror Bali with Motor (Ra- 
dioShack Cat. No. 42-3046). When the Spot- 
iight highiights the spinning mirror baii, the 
bal! refiects its dazziing, coiorfu! iight around 
the room for a party atmosphere.

INSTALLATION 

Selecting a Mounting Location 

You can mount the Spotiight on a floor, table 
top, or ceiling. Before you mount the Spot- 
iight, seiect a iocation that is: 

• Sturdy enough to withstand the weight 
of the Spotiight 

• Out of the way but within arm’s reach, so 
you can operate it easiiy 

• Ciose enough to an AC outiet to use the 
attached 6-foot power cord

You can hang the Spotiight on a seiected io- 
cation using the suppiied mounting bracket 
as foliows. 
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1. Loosen the two thumb screws on the 
Spotlight’s housing and remove the Spot- 
light’s mounting bracket. 

2. Use the bracket as a template to mark the 
locations for the two mounting screws. 

3. Drill two Vi6-inch (1 .6 mm) holes into the- 
mounting location surface (for example, a 
wood stud). Use a Phillips screwdriver 
and the two supplied wood screws to 
mount the bracket in the selected loca- 
tion. Tighten the screws securely. 

4. Tighten the thumb screws to securely 
reattach the Spotlight to the bracket. 

Desktop Placement 



You can place the Spotlight on a desk or level 
surface using the supplied stand as follows. 

1. Place the Spotlight’s mounting bracket’s 
center hole on the mounting stand’s cen- 
ter hole, then insert the supplied mount- 
ing stand’s bolt from the bottom into both 
holes. 

2. Rotate the top nut on the bolt to lock the 
Spotlight tightly onto the stand. 

3. Place the Spotlight in the desired loca- 
tion. 

OPERATION 

Plug the power cord into a standard AC outlet. 
The Spotlight lights. 

If you use a mirror ball, aim the Spotlight at it. 
The mirror ball reflects and spins the colorful 
beams when it rotates. To get more colorful 
beams, use more Spotlights with different col- 


ored lenses aimed at the mirror ball from dif- 
ferent angles. 

Note: You might need to adjust the Spotlight’s 
angle to get the best results. 

Unplug the Spotlight when you are not using 
it. 

Adjusting the Spotlight’s Angle 

Loosen the two thumb screws on the Spot- 
light’s housing, and adjust the Spotlight to the 
desired angle. Then tighten the screws. 

Warning: The Spotlight’s housing gets hot af- 
ter the light is plugged in. If you need to adjust 
its angle after it is plugged in, wear a thick 
glove. Do not touch the Spotlight’s housing 
with your unprotected hand. 

Changing the Lens 

Your Spotlight comes with four colored lenses 
- red, green, blue, and yellow. 


Follow these steps to change the lens: 

1 . Unplug the Spotlight and let it cool. 

2. Turn the lens cap counterclockwise and 
remove it. 

3. Place the desired colored lens over the 
Spotlight’s bulb. 

4. Replace the lens cap and turn it clock- 
wise until it is secure. 

Caution: Do not install two lenses at the same 
time because the lens closest to the bulb 
might become deformed due to the bulb’s 
heat. 
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Replacing the Bulb 

Your Spotlight’s bulb should last up to 100 
hours. If the Spotlight’s bulb burns out, you 
can order a replacement bulb threugh your lo- 
cal RadioShack store. 

Warning: Before replacing the bulb, unplug 
the Spotlight. Be sure the bulb has ceded 
down, or wear a thick glove when replacing it. 

Caution: Use only a PAR 36 6-volt 30-watt 
bulb. Using another type and size bulb could 
damage the bulb cr the Spotlight. 



Follow these steps to change the bulb. 

1. Turn the lens cap counterclockwise and 
remove it and the lens. 

2. Place the Spotlight with the bulb side 
down so the bulb falls out. 

3. Use a flat-blade screwdriver to loosen the 
twc screws that secure the wire to the 
bulb’s terminal. Remove the old bulb and 
discard it. 

4. Insert the new bulb, then reconnect the 
twc wires to the screws. Tighten the 
screws securely. 

5. Replace the lens and lens cap, then turn 
the cap clockwise until it is secure. 

CARE AND MAINTENANCE 

Your Spotlight is an example of superior de- 
sign and craftsmanship. The following sug- 
gestions will help you care for your Spotlight 
so you can enjoy it for years. 


• Keep the Spotlight dry. If it gets wet, wipe 
it dry immediately. Liquids might contain 
minerals that can corrode the electronic 
circuits. 

• Use and store the Spotlight only in nor- 
mal temperature envircnments. Tempera- 
ture extremes can shorten the life of 
electronic devices and distort or melt 
plastic parts. 

• Keep the Spetlight away frem dust and 
dirt, which can cause premature wear of 
parts. 

• Handle the Spotlight gently and carefully. 
Dropping it can damage circuit boards 
and cases and can cause the Spetlight to 
work improperly. 

• Wipe the Spotlight with a damp cloth 
occasionally to keep it looking new. Do 
not use harsh chemicals, cleaning sol- 
vents, or strong detergents to clean the 
Spotlight. 

Modifying or tampering with the Spotlight’s in- 
ternal cempenents can cause a malfunction 
and might invalidate your warranty. If your 
Spotlight is not performing as it should, take it 
to your local RadioShack store fer assistance.
